To Conscript Industry 


RUSHVILLE, Ind., (\P—Wendell 
L. Willkie challenged President 
Roosevelt today to take a stand on 
the Overton-Russell amendment to 
the military conscription bill which 
the Republican presidential candi- 
date charged would establish a “po- 
tential dictatorship” in the United

He demanded a direct answer 
from the President because, he said, 
“the issue is the form of govern- 
ment under which we shall live, the 
way of life for which we _ shall 
stand.” He said he hoped that Mr. 
Roosevelt would not answer “with 
a quip about how Wendell Willkie 
loves property and he (Roosevelt) 
loves humanity.”
